MACROBIOLOGY:  the  body  politik 

Dane  Rudyar,  the  contemporary  reorganizer 
of  astrology  into  the  framework  of  Jungian 
psychology,  has  often  stated  that  "life  is  a  pul- 
sation." Whether  it  is  the  heart,  the  lungs,  an 
armature  breaking  an  electromagnetic  field,  sun 
spot  cycles  or  the  daily  routine  of  our  people 
as  they  go  to  and  from  their  places  of  activity. 
Where  there  is  pulsation,  it  can  be  intuited  (if 
not  intellectually  realized)  that  there  is  life.  .  . 
and  a  conscious  being  to  go  along  with  it. 

Using  this  guideline,  we  can  explore  the  realm 
of  external  control  in  our  civilization  -  the 
"nation-body"  or  the  "body  politik."  For  the 
sake  of  identification  and  brevity,  the  explora- 
tion will  be  limited  to  our  "nation-body"  .  .  .

"lungs"  and  the  substance  that  permeates  all 
things  within  that  body  "air."

This  airy  quality  of  money  was  first  applied 
by  Meyer  Amschel  Rothschild  and  his  five  sons, 
in  the  late  18th  and  early  19th  centuries.  As 
financial  advisors  to  Germany,  France  and  Eng- 
land, the  Rothschilds  discovered  a  very  curious 
fact  about  money.  It  can  be  created  out  of  thin 
air! 
A  DEMONSTRATION 

If  we  were  to  inherit  one  million  dollars  and 
had  the  political  savvy  to  obtain  a  charter  from 
the  state,  we  could  start  a  bank.  Of  course,  we 
would  solicit  others  to  place  their  money  in  our 
bank.  In  return,  we  could  offer  safety  deposit 
boxes,  personalized  checks,  "no  service  charge" 
checking  accounts  and  anything  to  get  people  to 
entrust  their  money  into  our  protectorate. 

Now  we  have  ten  million  dollars  in  our  cof- 
fers. From  this  ten  million  dollars,  we  could  cre- 
ate 40  million  dollars  by  prudently  loaning  our 
so  called  reserves.  The  trick  to  this  creation  is 
unification,  and  that  is  what  the  Rothschilds  did 
in  France  as  well  as  the  colonies.

It  was  exactly  a  year  ago  that  Larry  Yurdin  sprawled  on  the  sofa  in  my 
living  room  and  laid  out  his  apocalyptic  KPFT  rap.    He  was  taking  over 
as  manager  of  the  floundering  Pacifica  radio  station,  and  I  was  interviewing 
him  for  the  Houston  Journalism  Review. 

My  story  appeared  in  the  August,  1973  HJR  under  the  headline,  "They 
don't  call  it  Pacifica  any  more."  As  for  Yurdin,  he  made  the  revolution  he 
promised,  transforming  a  moribund,  block-programmed  radio  station  into 
an  exciting,  free-form  media  focus. 

Now,  as  I  write  this,  I  sit  at  the  desk  Larry  recently  vacated  in  the  office 
that  has  housed  his  manic  presence  for  the  last  year.  I  sit  here,  not  as  a 
midnight  interloper,  but  as  its  new  resident.  I  am  now  manager  of  this 
station;  and  I  never  cease  to  be  amazed  by  the  flow  of  events.  .  . 

I  knew  Larry  Lee  and  the  folks  who  first  got  the  crazy  notion  they 
could  make  a  listener-sponsored  radio  station  happen  in  Houston,  Texas. 
I  followed  the  experiment  through  its  infancy,  through  a  pair  of  right- 
wing  bombings,  through  money  crises  and  internal  political  struggles  and 
basically  mediocre  programming.

Some  of  my  best  friends  were  involved  in  the  project,  and  I  certainly 
thought  it  a  courageous  effort.  But  I  must  admit  I  didn't  listen  too  often 
and  I  frankly  wonder  who  did.  I  even  anchored  a  daily  interview  and 
music  show  for  a  while,  but  just  couldn't  get  into  the  station  scene. 

Then  when  Larry  Yurdin  burst  forth  with  his  criticisms  of  the  old 
Pacifica  approach  and  his  vision  for  a  revolution  within  the  revolution,  I 
really  dug  it.  His  analysis  seemed  sound  and  his  programming  concepts 
within  reach. 

I  wrote  the  story,  basically  favorable,  and  before  I  knew  it  had  agreed 
to  help  coordinate  feature  programming  and  then  to  host  a  Sunday  night 
interview  show  (The  Briarpatch).  In  retrospect,  I  can  see  I  was  hooked 
from  the  beginning:    sucked  in  by  the  excitement,  the  electricity  of  the 

trip. 

More  recently,  Bobby  Eakin  and  I  committed  ourselves  to  transforming 
the  program  folio  into  an  upbeat  monthly  tabloid  with  content  and  style 
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going  far  beyond  the  traditional  house  organ  approach.  You're  looking 
at  the  results;  though  our  fantasies  here  are  certainly  less  than  fully  real- 
ized, we  have  been  heartened  by  the  positive  response  M-90-N  has  received 
from  many  directions. 

Now  Yurdin  has  opted  to  move  along  and  check  out  the  proverbial  far 
side  of  the  mountain,  and  I'm  suddenly  where  the  buck  stops  in  this  opera- 
tion. Which  is,  I  promise  you,  one  part  glory  and  10  parts  incredible  res- 
ponsibility and  pressure.  I'm  simultaneously  boggled  and  downright 
excited. 

Larry  Yurdin  made  a  revolution;  now  that  revolution  needs  to  be 
consolidated.  The  station  has  moved  in  a  short  time  from  obscurity 
to  become  a  force  to  be  reckoned  with  in  the  local  media  scene.  But 
there  is  much  to  be  done  (and  that's  an  understatement  of  the  highest 
order).  The  on-air  sound  is  too  often  sloppy  and  must  be  tightened  up. 
The  station  is  still  operating  on  a  financial  shoestring  with  inadequate 
facilities  and  salaries  below  the  subsistence  level.  This  must  change: 
substantial  sums  of  money  must  be  raised  to  bring  KPFT  completely 
out  of  the  bush  leagues.  Salaries  competitive  with  commercial  radio 
stations  should  be  a  high  priority  goal. 

The  station  is  exciting  now,  but  to  live  up  to  its  mandate  more 
tightly-produced  and  creatively  conceived  informational  material  must 
be  incorporated  into  the  format. 

I  have  no  intention  of  altering  the  basic  thrust;  we  will  not  move  back- 
wards. Our  goal  is  to  realize  the  dream:  an  "incredible  web"  of  eclectic 
music  -  live  and  recorded,  news  presented  in  a  truly  alternative  and  exci- 
ting manner,  radio  theater  (and  generally  theatrical  radio),  zany  spoofs 
and  heady  commentary.  But  never  the  sophomoric  and  indulgent  trip 
fallen  into  so  easily  when  there  is  little  money  and  a  less  than  profes- 
sional organizational   structure. 

Things  are  already  happening  that  cause  reason  for  enthusiasm.  As  a 
result  of  money  raised  during  our  Relocation  Operation  on-air  marathon, 
we're  going  to  move  to  new  studios  on  Lovett  Blvd.,  probably  by  late 
fall.  And  that's  an  exciting  prospect  indeed.  But  we  have  no  intention  of 
moving  into  facilities  with  anything  less  than  top-flight  equipment.  And 
that  will  require  money  and  work.  Money-raising  schemes  of  the  highest 
order  are  currently  being  concocted,  in  cahoots  with  Danny  Samuels 
and  the  advisory  board. 

We  also  are  quashing  a  tendency  to  hang  back  and  tread  water  for  the 
several  months  prior  to  the  move.  Instead,  our  policy  is  Fast  Forward, 
now.  We  are  busily  finishing  up  a  production  studio  that  has  been  lying 
dormant,  half-completed,  for  months.  And  we're  doing  it  for  very  little 
money,  thanks  to  Hank  Lam,  Joe  Bleakie  and  a  crew  of  volunteers.  Our 
capacity  for  live  music  will  be  greatly  expanded,  as  will  our  ability  to 
turn  out  highly-produced  feature  and  promo  tapes.  This  lack,  more  than 
anything  else,  has  been  crippling  our  ability  to  add  jazzier  informational 
content  to  our  basic  music  format. 

Starting  in  August  we're  initiating  a  two-hour  drive  time  (5-7)  maga- 
zine-style show  that  has  infinite  possibilities.  Marty  Manning  -  working 
with  News  Director  Tom  Curtis  and  his  staff  -  will  anchor  and  produce  a 
mix  of  music,' hard  news,  humor,  live  interviews  and  call-ins,  commentary 
and  lively  features. 

We  will  continue  to  expand  the  Mighty  Ninety  News.  I  will  remain  as 
editor  but  I  have  Ryan  Bernard  as  managing  editor,  and  he  is  already 
proving  himself  a  whirlwind  of  energy  and  ideas.  He,  and  layout  artists 
Ernie  Shawver  and  Noelle  Kanady,  are  to  a  great  extent  responsible  for 
the  success  of  the  M-90-N  effort.  Other  staff  additions  and  changes  are 
in  the  works;  keep  tuned  for  updates. 

Aug.  1  is  the  first  birthday  of  the  new  KPFT,  the  29th  birthday  of  its 
new  General  Manager  (both  are  Leos!),  and  a  day  to  commit  ourselves  to 
tightening  up  our  act  and  making  KPFT  a  professional,  dynamic,  innova- 
tive force  in  the  community. 

Only  now,  as  a  result  of  Larry  Yurdin 's  vision  and  the  hard  work  of  a 
very  talented  staff,  is  this  next  leap  possible.  We're  off  the  ground  and  on 
the  launching  pad  (a  great  distance  travelled  quickly).  Now  it's  time  to 
fire  the  rockets  and  head  for  the  cosmos.  Together  -  and  that  includes 
you,  our  listeners  and  readers  and  subscribers  (hopefully  all  the  same)  - 
we  can  make  this  starship  soar.

As  for  us,  we 
were  at  times  blissed  out  and 
at  others  bummed  out;  but  we 
don't  have  anything  definitive 
or  even  particularly  enlighten- 
ing to  say.  So  we're  just 
running  some  photos  (noting 
the  legendary  value-ratio  of 
pictures  to  words). 

Some  future  issue,  hope- 
fully, we'll  run  an  in-depth 
discussion  of  the  mass  music 
concert  syndrome,  how  that 
might  play  off  the  Austin 
country  music  scene  and  so  on.

Daniel  Goodykoontz  walks  to- 
wards me  carrying  a  piece  of  paper. 
The  66  year  old  retired  Naval  Int- 
elligence officer  has  boasted  of 
knowing  "where  a  lot  of  skeletons 
are  buried."  I  know  that  the  years 
have  a  way  of  loosening  people's 
tongues  so  I  smell  something  big 
coming;  bribery,  extortion,  illicit 
romance,  national  security.  In 
short:      a  scoop. 

What's  he  carrying?  A  memo 
pilfered  from  someone's  file?  An 
old  and  damaging  clip  from  his 
scrapbook?  An  obscure  but  reveal- 
ing little  article  from  the  morning 
paper? 

In  a  sense  my  last  guess  is 
right.  Goodykoontz  puts  out  his 
pipe,  unfolds  his  copy  of  the  Hous- 
ton Post  and  opens  it  to  the  comics. 
"Here,  look  at  this,"  he  says  and 
points  to  Dick  Tracy. 

Sure  enough,  there's  Dick 
Tracy  matter  of  factly  getting  ready 
to  pick  a  lock  in  the  name  of  law 
and  order  and  probably  national 
security.  Sound  familiar? 

"Everyone  picks  locks,"  says 
Goodykoontz,  "officials,  private 
people,  people  in  between."  Goody- 
koontz should  know.  Although  he 
is  now  a  successful  lawyer,  he  was 
once  an  old  lockpicker  himself. 
During  a  World  War  II  stint  in 
Naval  Intelligence  he  broke  into 
Communist  Party  Headquarters  in 
the  United  States  with  the  approval 
of  Franklin  Roosevelt. 

Goodykoontz's  escapade  took 
place  at  the  end  of  the  war  with 

I  the  Yalta  conference  between 
Roosevelt,  Stalin  and  Churchill  ap- 
proaching. Historians  have  char- 
acterized this  meeting  as  the  point 
where  the  U.  S.  turned  Eastern 
Europe  over  to   Russia.  ; 

"We  were  trying  to  determine 
what  Russian  intentions  were  to- 
wards Eastern  Europe,"  remem- 
bers Goodykoontz.  "Anyone  who 
ever  worked  in  counter-intelligence 
with  communists  knows  how  frust- 

|  rating  it  is  to  try  to  get  information. 

j  The  communists  in  this  country  are 

[  not  the  poor,  downtrodden  masses. 

They  are  what  you  would  call  the 
intelligentsia,  with  swimming  pools 


and    two    or   three    cars       in    the 
garage. 

"My  job  was  B-7  work;  coun- 
ter espionage  and  counter  subver- 
sion."^ I  attended  a  lot  of  open  and 
closed  "Marxist  meetings  to  learn 
j  what  the  party  line  was.  If  every- 
one in  the  meeting  was  agreeing 
you  could  be  pretty  sure  it  was  the 
party  line.  Communism  is  a  one 
view  system  and  there's  not  a  lot 
of  dissension." 

"I'd  wait  until  the  meeting  got 
started  and  then  just  saddle  in  and 
sit  down  like  I  belonged  there. 
You  could  always  spot  three  men 
at  any  one  of  these  meetings  who 
were  military  age  but  out  of  uni- 
form. They  were  Army  Intelli- 
gence, Navy  Intelligence,  and  FBI." 

"When  the  meeting  was  over 
we  would  all  get  up,  clinch  our 
fists  and  sing  the  Internationale. 
Then  we'd  leave  in  a  hurry.  We 
didn't  want  to  get  chummy  with 
any  communists." 

"One  day  I  noticed  that  they 
had  put  a  tail  on  me.  I  was  op- 
erating under  the  name  of  Irving 
Gold  and  some  men  followed  me 
down  to  my  post  office  box  to 
check  my  identity.  Well,  I  just 
turned  around  and  followed  them 
back  to  a  suite  of  rooms  that  was 
Communist    Party    Headquarters." 


Goodykoontz's  activities  share 
some  ironic  similarities  with  both 
the  Plumbers  and  the  Waterbuggers. 
But  there's  one  big  difference.  He 
didn't  get  caught. 

If  he  had  suffered  the  same 
espionage  interruptus  as  the  Water- 
buggers,  Goodykoontz  thinks  he 
could  have  talked  his  way  out  of 
the  mess.  "After  all,"  he  says,  "it 
was  a  police  officer  who  gave  me 
the  pass  key." 

The  fact  that  political  esp- 
ionage has  been  going  on  for  years 
seems  to  be  both  the  most  wide- 
spread and  the  only  unchallengeable 
defense  offered  by  Nixon  support- 
ers. "I  don't  condone  Watergate," 
says  Goodykoontz,  a  staunch  Nix- 
on supporter,  "but  I  don't  like  it 
pointed   to  like  it's  brand  new." 


Goodykoontz  agrees  with  Ron 
Ziegler's  first  and  possibly  only 
true  characterization  of  the  break- 
in  as  a  "third  rate  burglary." 

"It  was  a  badly-bungled  job," 
says  the  ofte-time  professional, 
"done  by  a  bunch' of  kids  who  got 
in  over  their  heads;  green  horns, 
and  wild  Cuban  patriots  who  would 
do  anything  they  were  told. 

"But  there's  still  something 
strange  about  it,"  he  says  while 
playing  with  the  little  velvet  sack  of 
burglar  tools  and  lockpicks  he 
keeps  as  a  souvenir  of  his  spy  days. 
While  he  discounts  theories  that  the 
CIA  engineered  the  scandal  to  get 
Nixon  and  the  Presidency,  he  does 
nurse   a   pet   theory   of  his  own. 

Pulling  out  an  old  issue  of 
Parade  magazine,  Goodykoontz  re- 
trieves the  copy  of  Dick  Tracy 
from  my  lap.  He's  about  to  finger 
someone  else  who  makes  a  business 
of  being  where  he's  not  supposed 
to. 

"Jack  Anderson  says  he  knew 
about  the  break-in  two  months  be- 
fore it  happened,"  chuckles  Goody- 
koontz as  he  points  to  a  story 
written  by  the  columnist.  "He 
also  says  he  was  friends  with  two  of 
the  men  arrested  and  got  inform- 
ation on  Larry  O'Brian's  personal 
expense  account.  Now  where  did 
he  get  that?" 

But  Goodykoontz  thinks  Jack 
Anderson's       complicity  with 

the  Waterbuggers  goes  beyond  re- 
ceiving information.  The  key  to 
his  conspiracy  theory  is  the  look- 
out the  burglars  left  stationed  a- 
cross  the  street. 

"If  you  remember  the  test- 
imony given  by  the  lookout,"  he 
says,  "he  told  the  Watergate  com- 
mittee he  saw  a  group  of  men  on 
the  roof  of  Watergate.  When  he 
reached  the  burglars  on  his  walkie 
.talkie  and  asked  if  that  was  them 
they  said,  'No.'  " 

"So,  either  there  was  another 
burglary  going  on  at  the  Watergate 
that  night,  or  else  they  were  police 
who  had  been  tipped  off.  The 
whole  thing  was  a  set  up,  possibly 
by  Jack  Anderson.'" 

Goodykoontz  has  received 
something  less  than  satisfaction  in 
trying  to  tell  his  story  and  put 
the  Watergate  break-in  into  a  less 
damaging  perspective.  He's  been  in 
contact  with  everyone  from  Time 
and  Newsweek  to  Sam  Ervin  to 
George  Bush.  His  letter  to  Peter 
Rodino  was  answered  with  a  form 
postcard. 

After  his  espionage  days  were 
over,  Groodykoontz  returned  to  his 
career  as  a  criminal  investigator  for 
the  IRS.  It  was  his  job  to  make  tax 
fraud  cases  stick  in  court,  so  he  has 
a  professional's  view  of  another 
aspect  of  the  Watergate  scandal: 
presidential  tax  troubles. 

Goodykoontz  is  sympathetic 
to  the  President  and  doesn't  see 
any  indication  of  fraud  in  the  deed- 
ing of  Vice  Presidential  papers  to 
the  National  Archives. 

"Why  I've  done  the  same  thing 
myself,"  says  Goodykoontz.  And 
it's  true.  Like  Richard  Nixon, 
Daniel  Goodykoontz  has  taken  a 
tax  deduction  for  the  donation  of 
papers  to  a  library. 

"My  son  collected  273  under- 


ground newspapers  from  all  over 
the  world,"  reveals  Goodykoontz. 
"Before  burning'  them,  I  decided 
to  take  them  over  to  the  Univer- 
sity of  Houston  Library  to  see  if 
they  wanted  them.  They  did,  and 
appraised  them  at  £0  cents  an 
issue."  * 

There's  a  satisfied  smile  across 
Goodykoontz'  face.  Daniel  Goody- 
koontz is  a  happy  man.  He  should 
be;  he  "got  away  with  it." 


COVER  ME 
WHILE  I  PICK 
THIS  LOCK, 


His  days  of  clandestine  meet- 
ings and  covert  operation  are  over. 
He  says  they  happened  a  lot  like 
you  see  them  in  the  movies:  roses 
in  your  breast  pocket,  magazines  in 
your  right  hand  with  the  cover 
down,  polite  conversation  about 
the  weather  and  flower  gardens 
that  all  meant  something  special 
to  the  person  who  knew. 

It  doesn't  sound  very  different 
from  Anthony  Ulascewitz  setting 
up  meetings  in  Washington  parking 
lots  to  pay  hush  money;  not  too 
far  removed  from  the  world  of  E. 
Howard  Hunt,  the  novelist-spy  who 
loves  to  sprinkle  the  euphemisms 
of  "covert  operatives"  throughout 
his  testimony.  In  fact,  it  sounds 
a  lot  like  the  way  some  people  say 
the  government  is  run. 

After  spending  the  afternoon 
hearing  old  spy  stories  from  Goody- 
koontz I'm  still  not  convinced  the 
Watergate  spies  were  patriots.  But 
I  have  softened  my  position  a  lit- 
tle. Instead  of  being  content  to  see 
them  rot  in  jail,  I  hope  they  enjoy 
their  "inoperative  years"  like  Dan 
Goodykoontz  has.  I  wish  them  a 
steady  stream  of  reporters  seeking 
their  benign  recollections  and  ask- 
ing their  opinions  on  the  latest 
scandal. 

"Things  were  simpler  back 
then,"  says  Goodykoontz  as  he 
shows  me  to  the  door.  "Simple 
enough  to  see  that  there  were  two 
kinds  of  burglars.  One  broke  into 
your  house  and  stole  your  type- 
writer. The  other  didn't  steal. 
They  didn't  even  break  your  lock, 
they  taped  it. 

"I'd  have  Gordon  Liddy  as  my 
house  guest  anytime  and  be  cer- 
tain  my  TV  wouldn't  disappear." 

"Everytime  we  turn  that  tube 
on  we  see  people  breaking  into 
where  they're  not  supposed  to  be. 
Kojak  breaks  down  doors  and  goes 
in.  Should  he  go  to  jail?  Should 
Dick  Tracy  go  to  jail?" 

I  walked  away  slightly  disap- 
pointed; no  dirt,  no  scandal,  no 
scoop.

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Carolina  Blues

January  1973,  snow  covering  the 
red  clay  roads  of  Carolina's  Pied- 
mont and  six  of  us,  complete  with 
videotape  and  recording  equipment, 
head  out  of  town  to  the  home  of 
blues  guitarist,  Willie  Trice.  That 
was  the  beginning  of  a  10-day  ex- 
pedition to  meet  and  record  some 
of  the  living  Carolina  blues  musi- 
cians still  residing  in  the  region 
where  they  were  bom. 

Unfortunately,  there  are  not  an 
awful  lot  of  blues  musicians  still  a- 
live  and  a  lot  of  those  have  put 
away  their  instruments  long  ago. 
The  rural  South  is  disappearing  and 
with  it  goes  a  music  which  rose 
from  a  need  for  expression  and  lo- 
cal entertainment. 

The  trip  began  months  before 
when  a  friend  and  fellow  student, 
Joan  Fenton,  read  a  book  titled, 
"Cryin  for  the  Carolines,"  written 
by  Bruce  Bastin.  Though  a  resident 
of  England,  Bruce  has  been  devot- 
ing much  of  the  last  six  years  to  re- 
searching Carolina  blues,  especially 
uncovering  artists  from  the  Thirties 
and  Forties  who  have  since  dis- 
appeared. 

As  part  of  this  research,  Bruce 
spent  last  year  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  in  Chapel  Hill  mak- 
ing trips  around  the  region  and  set- 
ing  up  a  blues  festival  of  local  musi- 
cians in  the  Spring  of  '73.  We  con- 
tacted him  in  Chapel  Hill  and  told 
him  we  were  interested  in  video- 
taping the  musicians  at  their  homes 
as  well  as  recording  them.  He  en- 
couraged us  to  come  down,  which 
we  did  with  the  aid  of  a  grant 
from  the  James  Gordon  Levine 
Foundation. 

Thus  began  a  whirlwind  tour 
which  successfully  captured  Guitar 
Shorty,  Pink  Anderson,  Jaime  Als- 
ton, Wilbur  Atwater,  John  Snipes, 
Willie  Trice  and  Henry  Johnson. 
It  was  an  amazing  adventure  which 
involved  turning  homes  into  TV 
studios  each  afternoon.  Despite  the 
bright  lights  and  confusion,  the  art- 
ists didn't  seem  fazed.  They  were 
comfortable  at  home,  whether  it 
was  a  sharecropper's  shack,  a  tidy 
brick  house  in  town  or  a  farm 
house  on  a  back  road.  They  had 
their  family  and  friends  around  and 
weren't  intimidated  by  the  electron- 
ic environment. 

Willie  Trice  was  particularly  strik- 
ing. He  was  "uncovered"  after  a 
hunt  by  Bruce  several  years  ago. 
Bruce  had  been  in  Atlanta  listening 
to  Piedmont  bluesman  Buddy  Moss 
when  he  heard  of  a  Richard  and 
Willie  Trice  who  used  to  play  a- 


round  Hillsboro,  N.  C.  Driving  up 
to  New  York  from  Atlanta  he  de- 
toured  to  see  if  he  could  track 
down   Richard  or  Willie. 

The  only  thing  he  found  was  a 
death  certificate  on  Willie.  The 
postmaster  told  him  to  check  Cha- 
pel Hill,  since  a  lot  of  Trices  lived 
there.  He  did  and  through  the  local 
cab  company  found  Richard  who 
no  longer  plays  but  was  glad  to 
introduce  Bruce  to  his  brother, 
Willie.  The  death  papers  had  been 
for  another  Willie  Trice.  Bruce  ask- 
ed Willie  if  he'd  play  something  and 
Willie  responded  by  picking  up  the 
guitar  for  the  first  time  in  years. 

Since  then  Willie  has  been  play- 
ing often  with  Bruce's  encourage- 
ment, and  it's  turned  out  to  be 
fortunate  all  around.  Willie  is  suf- 
fering from  diabetes  and  since 
Bruce  first  met  him  both  legs  have 
been  amputated.  The  guitar  is  now 
one  of  his  few  pleasures. 

Henry  Johnson  was  the  other  art- 
ist who  left  a  lasting  impression. 
He  was  raised  in  the  tradition  of 
gospel  music,  singing  tenor  for  sev- 
eral groups  in  South  Carolina  both 
on  radio  and  in  church.  He  took  up 
guitar  and  piano  at  an  early  age  and 
began  teaching  himself  picking  like 
he  heard  on  records  of  Blind  Blake 
and  Blind  Boy  Fuller.  He  then  dev- 
eloped an  incredible  slide  technique 
using  a  knife  blade  and  even  created 
a  Hawaiian  slide  by  laying  the  gui- 


tar face  up  on  his  lap  and  using  an 
open  tuning.  Henry  is  also  the  only 
person  I've  ever  seen  play  a  harp 
held  in  his  teeth  while  picking  gui- 
tar and  singing. 

Each  artist  was  unique  and  re- 
flected individual  aspects  of  Carol- 
ina's blues,  a  style  which  hasn't  at- 
tracted nearly  as  much  attention  as 
the  blues  of  the  Mississippi  Delta  or 
Texas.  Records  which  were  cut  in 
the  Thirties  and  Forties  were  only 
available  locally  and  the  radio 
broadcasts  which  many  of  them 
took  part  in  were  received  within  a 
very  small  radius.  Thus  much  of 
that  music  has  been  lost  to  present 
day  America. 

However,  thanks  to  the  work  of 
Bruce  Bastin,  who  is  now  back  in 
England,  and  Pete  Lowry,  who  lives 
in  upstate  New  York,  this  music  is 
now  available  on  record.  Bruce  has 
started  a  label  known  as  Flywright 
Records  and  Pete  a  label  called  Trix 
Records.  Both  labels  are  devoted  to 
pre-blues  and  blues  music,  primarily 
from  the  Piedmont  area.  Flywright 
has  already  put  out  many  records 
but  Trix  has  only  four  discs  out: 
Eddie  Kirkland  (3301),  Frank  Ed- 
wards (3303),  Peg  Leg  Sam  (3302), 
and  Henry  Johnson  (3304).  These 
are  all  new  recordings  made  during 
the  last  few  years  upon  repeated 
visits  to  the  Carolinas. 

The  Peg  Leg  Sam  disc  is  a  knock- 
out. Peg  Leg  (called  so  ever  since  a 
freight  train  accident  left  him  with 
a  wooden  stick  from  the  knee 
down)  is  the  last  vestige  of  a  phen- 
omenon known  as  the  medicine 
show.  Throughout  the  South,  hust- 
lers used  to  get  together  a  road  act 
which  would  barnstorm  a  locale 
and  collect  a  crowd.  Then  the  Pitch- 
men would  come  in  and  sell  the 
crowd  the  latest  wonder  drug  or 
cure-all  tonic.  Before  anyone  real- 
ized they'd  been  taken,  the  med- 
icine show  would  roll  on  to  the 


next  community.  Peg  Leg  Sam  used 
to  work  for  Chief  Thundercloud 
telling  stories,  playing  harp  and 
creating  all  sorts  of  sound  effects 
on  the  harmonica.  All  these  tech- 
niques are  captured  on  the  album, 
including  two  classic  tales. 

Frank  Edwards  is  presented  on 
his  record  fingerpicking  and  sing- 
ing as  well  as  accompanying  him- 
self on  harp  for  a  few  tunes.  The 
65  year  old  Georgian  includes  some 
classics  like  "Good  Morning  Little 
Schoolgirl"  and  a  fine  slide  version 
of  "When  The  Saints  Go  Marching 
In".  But  mainly,  the  recording  ex- 
poses Frank's  own  tunes  like  the 
amusing  "Mini-Dress  Wearer,"  or 
political  numbers  like  the  "Alcatraz 
Blues."  Several  cuts  have  the  ac- 
companiment of  a  second  guitar  or 
the  more  traditional  rhythm  of  a 
washboard  to  help  recapture  the 
spirit  of  Frank's  last  record  done  in 
1941. 

Beginning  as  a  street  singer  play- 
ing harp  to  get  enough  spare  change 
to  go  to  a  movie,  through  his  years 
as  second  guitarist  for  John  Lee 
Hooker,  all  the  way  up  to  a  gig  in 
Otis  Redding's  band  which  led  to 
his  own  regional  hit,  "The  Hawg," 
and  now  with  occasional  dates  at  a 
festival  or  a  college,  Edward  Kirk- 
land has  strived  to  support  himself 
and  his  family  with  his  music.  It's 
never  been  easy  for  a  black  blues- 
man  in  the  South  and  Eddie  usual- 
ly has  to  work  other  jobs  to  make 
ends  meet.  The  music  which  comes 
from  his  fingers  shows  the  art  hasn't 
suffered  in  the  process.  Whether 
playing  bottleneck,  fingerpicking  a 
12-  or  6-string  guitar  or  blowing 
harp,    Eddie    does   original  tunes. 

The  Henry  Johnson  LP  definitely 
does  this  great  bluesman  justice.  It 
includes  some  fine  slide  work,  a  few 
gospel  tunes  and  excellent  finger 
picking  on  the  acoustic  guitar.  There 
is  a  version  of  "John  Henry"  the 
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likes  of  which  has  never  before 
been  heard.  In  fact,  it's  more 
reminiscent  of  Jaime  Brockett's 
"Titanic"  than  anything  else,  with 
a  story  that  uses  the  guitar  for 
sound  effects.  Another  bonus  is 
Peg  Leg's  harp  accompaniment  on 
"Me  and  My  Dog."  By  the  way, 
within  the  last  year  Henry  John- 
son's health  has  gotten  much  worse 
and  he's  had  to  cancel  a  European 
tour  due  to  heart  trouble. 

All  these  artists  and  more  are 
available  on  Flywright  records 
which  has  put  out  several  antholo- 
gies of  Carolina  blues  as  well  as  a 
three-record  set  of  the  Chapel  Hill 
Blues  Festival,  a  two  record  pack- 
age of  the  Last  Medicine  Show  and 
individual  records  of  Willie  Trice, 
Guitar  Shorty  and  others.  These  re- 
cords are  presently  available  only 
by  mail  order.  However  if  you 
know  of  any  stores  that  would  be 
interested  in  stocking  these  or  other 
small  labels  not  generally  available 
please  contact  our  music  director, 
Thorn  Clark.

Woman 
Clown 

By  Patricia  Smith 

It's  pretty  hard  to  run  away  and 
join  the  circus  these  days,  but  not 
impossible  -  it's  just  a  bit  more 
formalized. 

In  1968,  Irvin  Field,  president 
of  "The  Greatest  Show  On  Earth", 
established  the  Clown  College.  Be- 
fore then,  it  was  not  possible  for 
anyone  from  a  non-circus  family  to 
become  a  professional  clown.  And 
it's  not  an  easy  thing  to  learn  -  this 
Bozo  business.  When  you  look  be- 
yond the  laughter  and  the  slapstick, 
clowning  becomes  a  well-choreo- 
graphed dance  combined  with  a  re- 
markable variety  of  other  technical 
skills.  You  either  grow  up  around 
it  or,  like  Peggy  Williams,  attend 
the  Clown  College  for  eight  inten- 
sive weeks  of  learning  the  basics. 

Peggy  is  an  enthusiastic  and  art- 
iculate lady  who  also  happens  to  be 
Ringling  Brothers  and  Barn  urn  & 
Bailey's  first  woman  clown.  Her 
spirit  is  contagious.  She  doesn't 
just  talk  -  she  animates  everything 
she  says  with  gestures  and  mime,  or 
by  rolling  her  eyes  and  making 
faces.  Before  she  joined  the  circus 
four  years  ago,  she  spent  a  lot  of 
time  in  her  home  town  of  Madison, 
Wis.,  working  with  deaf  children 
and  marveling  at  their  ability  to 
communicate  without  the  use  of 
words.  She  began  studying  mime 
and  developing  an  awareness  of  her 
body  and  its  own  peculiar  language. 
And  that  led  to  clowning. 

"I  always  wanted  to  try  per- 
forming," she  said,  "and  the  circus 
had  everything  I  wanted  to  learn. 
I  wanted  to  continue  with  my  yoga, 
I  wanted  to  leam  more  pantomime 
and  I  wanted  to  travel.  The  cir- 
cus had  everything  I  wanted  and 
still  does." 

"In  the  beginning  I  didn't  know 
what  was  expected  of  me  as  a 
clown.  It  was  hard  because  there's 
a  basic  thing  in  men's  minds  about 
hitting  a  lady  and  I  didn't  have 
the  image  in  anyone  else's  mind 
of  being  a  clown,  so  when  we 
practiced  slapstick  they'd  wind  up 
to  hit  me  and  then  go,  'Oh,  I  can't. 

I  can't,  I  can't  do  it.'  It  took 
about  six  months  for  the  guys  to 
get  used  to  the  fact  that  I  was  a 
clown  first  and  then  a  girl.  Now  we 
all  do  slapstick  together  and  do 
falls  and  stilts  and  ride  unicycles. 
There's  no  discrimination." 

The  art  of  clowning  takes  years 
to  learn  -  and  it's  not  just  a  matter 
of  obtaining  skills.  Clowns  spend 
much  of  their  time  perfecting  and 
developing  their  characters,  which 
are  extentions  of  their  own  person- 
alities. The  day  I  talked  to  her, 
Peggy  was  wearing  a  variation  of  a 
classic  white  face  clown  costume. 
(White  face  clowns  come  from  a 

long-standing  European  tradition. 
They  are  more  mysterious  than 
funny,  and  were  the  bizarre  focus 
of  Fellini's    film,  "Clowns." 

True  to  tradition,  in  that  costume 
die  performs  magic  and  illusions. 
She  wears  other  costumes,  her  fa- 


vorite being  an  old  lady's  outfit 
that  audiences  love.  But  regardless 
of  the  costume,  her  face  make-up 
never  changes. 

"It's  funny,  clown  make-up  is  an 
art  form  in  itself.  I  started  clown- 
ing at  21  and  I  had  no  natural 
lines  in  my  face.  At  21  you're  just 
getting  rid  of  your  baby  fat.  It 
takes  years  of  making  faces  in  the 
mirror  to  really  find  a  clown  face 
that  fits  your  own  face.  We  have  to 
really  search  for  a  face.  And  once 
you  find  it,  that's  your  trademark." 

Peggy  becomes  both  excited  and 
sentimental  when  she  talks  about 
circus  life.  It  certainly  takes  a  spe- 
cial kind  of  person  to  enjoy  travel- 
ing and  living  with  300  other  peo- 


ple for  eleven  and  a  half  months  of 
the  year. 

"I  feel  like  all  300  people  in  the 
circus  are  part  of  my  family  be- 
cause I  depend  on  them.  I  depend 
on  the  harnessmaker  to  fix  my 
leather  shoes,  and  the  animal  train- 
er to  keep  the  animals  away  from 
me.  We  all  depend  on  each  other 
and  stay  out  of  each  other's  way  as 
well.  I  guess  you  learn  to  be  ver- 
satile. 

"I  thought  I'd  get  really  bored 
with  it  after  a  year  or  two,  and  I 
guess  my  concept  of  it  has  changed. 
I    couldn't   stop   now   if  I   tried." 

For  those  of  you  who  are  closet 
Bozos,  keep  in  mind  that  it's  a  lot 


v ;'of  haftTwoifcan<£ .invokes/a  &.$w~ 
ledge  and  sophistication  that  goes 
beyond  the  ability  to  make  people 
laugh.  But  if  you're  sincere  and 
talented  and  a  little  bit  crazy,  you 
too  may  someday  find  yourself 
wearing  a  gaudy  hoop  skirt  and  rid- 
ing a  unicycle  while  weaving  your 
way  around  29  other  clowns  who 
are  doing  29  equally  difficult  and 
insane  routines,  while  the  audience 
thunders  and  applaudes.  As  she 
dances  about  and  sparkles  with 
enthusiasum,  Peggy  says,  "It  really 
knocks  you  out.  You  put  your 
hands  up  in  the  air  and  you've 
given  everything  you've  got.  I  like 
it.    It's  neat."

PERFECTLY  CLEAR:  NIXON 
FROM  WHITTIER  TO  WATER- 
GATE. By  Frank  Mankiewicz. 
239   pages.      Quadrangle.      $8.95. 

Frank  Mankiewicz  has  most  re- 
cently been  in  the  public  eye 
through  his  role  in  the  McGovern 
campaign  in  '72,  although  he  has 
had  a  lifelong  involvement  with 
both  politics  and  Nixon.  In  this 
book  he  draws  upon  his  political 
experience  and  a  large  amount  of 
research  to  trace  the  development 
of  what  he  terms  "Nixon  politics." 
Mankiewicz  argues  that  Nixon  pol- 
ities is  not  "politics  as  usual"  as 
most  apologists  for  the  President 
would  have  us  believe,  although 
there  is  a  Nixon  "politics  as  usual" 
which  includes  enemies,  deception, 
espionage,  sabotage  and  crime.  It 
involves  the  willful  distortion  of 
the  issues  and  the  assignment  of  a 
conspiratorial  intent  to  the  enemy; 
thereby  justifying  a  permanent  con- 
spiracy as  a  counterdefense.  Mank- 
iewicz tries  to  show  that  "Nixon 
politics.. .has  led  straight  and  true 
to  the  national  shame  which  will 
forever  be   known   as   Watergate." 

To  prove  his  case  Mankiewicz 
traces  Nixon's  own  involvement  in 
politics.       Nixon   was   drafted   in 


1946  by  the  wealthy  Republicans 
of  the  12th  Congressional  District 
in  California  to  run  against  Jerry 
Voorhis,  "a  most  independent  leg- 
islator." At  this  early  stage  Nixon 
was  well-versed  in  "political  dirty 
tricks"  (a  phrase  which  Mankiewicz 
says  was  unknown  in  politics  until 
the  year  of  Watergate).  Nixon  won 
the  election  but  Mankiewicz  argues 
that  it  would  hardly  be  called  a 
a  free  election.  As  Mankiewicz  fol- 
lows Nixon's  campaigns  from  the 
'46  and  '48  campaigns  for  the 
House  to  the  presidential  cam- 
paigns of '60,  '68  and  '72,  he  at- 
tempts to  demonstrate  the  pro- 
position that  "with  the  possible 
exception  of  1968,  he  [Nixon]  has 
never  won  a  free  election.  A  free 
election,  for  these  purposes,  is  one 
untainted  by  major  fraud."  An  int- 
eresting feature  of  the  campaign 
histories  is  the  gradual  addition  of 
now  infamous  persons-Chotiner, 
Erlichman,  Haldeman,  Ziegler,  Cha- 
pin,  Kalmbach,  and  others— to  the 
Nixon  team. 

The  book  is  more  than  just  a 
campaign  history.  Mankiewicz  con- 
tends that  Nixon  has  added  a 
strange  new  principle  to  U.  S.  pol- 
itics: the  American  Fuehrerprinzip. 
Mankiewicz  does  not  mean  that 
there  is  a  direct  relationship  be- 
tween Nixon  politics  and  Nazi  op- 


erations but  that  the  principle  has 
been  brought  to  a  different  culture 
and  has  borne  its  own  precarious 
fruit.  The  social  conditions  which 
have  arisen  over  the  past  quarter- 
century,  Mankiewicz  argues,  have 
furthered  the  principle  to  its  pre- 
sent position  of  dominance  in  our 
government.  The  concept  of  "na- 
tional security"  has  demanded  a 
loyalty  to  the  head  of  state  which 
bears  a  great  similarity  to  that 
under  the  Fuehrerprinzip.     Albert 

Speer  has  written  that  "The  Fueh- 
rerprinzip... demanded  absolute  loy- 
alty to  the  highest  leader  and  those 
named  by  him,  the  uncritical  fol- 
lowing of  orders,  e  en  if  those  ord- 
ers appeared  to  be  nonsense,  and 
the  exclusion  of  all  personal  con- 
siderations towards  family  and 
friends." 

The  book  itself  is  written  in  the 
tone  of  an  indictment  not  an  in- 
vestigation. The  style  makes  for 
easy  reading  since  it  is  more  that  of 
a  scandal  sheet  than  of  an  invest- 
igative reporter  who  is  unready  to 
draw  conclusions  unless  they  are 
firmly  grounded  on  evidence.  The 
evidence  is  in  the  book  but  it  seems 
the  conclusions  have  long  been 
reached  by  Mankiewicz  and  by 
some    of   us.

Bare  Facts

Public  Media  of  San  Fran- 
cisco is  planning  legal  action 
against  the  Shell  Oil  Com- 
pany of  Houston,  charging 
that  the  oil  giant  was  in- 
volved in  criminal  fraud  and 
the  infringement  of  Public 
Media's  civil  rights. 

Public  Media  is  a  non-pro- 
fit group  which  helps  com- 
munity organizations  and 
private  citizens  gain  access 
to  the  media.  During  the 
height  of  the  energy  crisis, 
they  also  produced  and  dis- 
tributed a  series  of  radio 
and  television  spots  to  coun- 
ter the  barrage  of  political 
advertising  from  thi  major 
oil  companies. 

Recently,  Hugh  DePland 
of  Shell  Oil  called  KPFT 
and  asked  if  we  had  aired 
Public  Media's  spots.  When 
asked  why  he  wanted  to 
know,  DePland  said  that 
Shell  had  hired  Audio- 
Video  Reporting  Services  of 
Monte  Rio,  Cal.,  to  monitor 
radio  stations  across  the 
country  and  compile  a  list 
of  stations  airing  the  public 


service  spots.  DePland  said 
he  was  just  checking  the 
list  for  accuracy.  He  also 
said  that  many  other  sta- 
tions he  had  contacted  had 
received  the  spots  but  had 
not  aired  them. 

Frank  Greer  of  Public 
Media  says  that  the  phone 
calls  by  Shell  served  to  in- 
timidate radio  stations  into 
airing  the  tapes  for  fear  of 
retribution  from  the  power- 
ful multi-national  corpora- 
tion. He  theorized  that  the 
list  Shell  received  was  not  a 
list  of  stations  airing  the 
tapes,  but  merely  a  list  of 
stations  which  were  sent  the 
tapes.  At  first,  Greer  drew 
the  conclusions  that  some- 
one had  illegally  entered 
Public  Media's  offices  and 
stole  their  mailing  list.  But 
later  Greer  learned  that  if 
the  list  was  stolen,  it  was 
stolen  in  a  more  deceitful 
manner  than  a  straightfor- 
ward burglary  —  criminal 
fraud.  _ 

Michael  Erikson  of  Audio 
-Video  Reporting  Services 
compiled  the  list  for  Shell 
He  claims  that  he  actually 
did  monitor  the  stations  on 
the  list,  but  admitted  that 
he  also  has  a  copy  of  Pub- 
lic  Media's  mailing  list  of 
broadcast  outlets  which 
were  supplied  with  the 
tapes.  Erikson  claims  that 
Frank  Greer  sent  him  the 
list  last  May  when  he  asked 
for    it    on    the   telephone. 


When  confronted  with 
this  statement  from  Erikson, 
Greer  checked  his  files  and 
discovered  that  he  actually 
did  send  a  copy  of  the  list 
to  Michael  Erikson,  but  that 
Erikson  said  at  the  time  he 
was  representing  National 
Public  Radio,  the  govern- 
ment-subsidized radio  equi- 
valent of  television's  Public 
Broadcasting  System.  Erik- 
son has  never  been  involved 
with  NPR. 

When  Greer  discovered 
that  Erikson  misrepresented 
himself  as  being  with  NPR 
he  exclaimed,  "I'm  absolute- 
ly furious!"  He  said  Public 
Media  will  file  litigation  a- 
gainst  Shell  and  Erikson  as 
soon  as  possible  and  that 
Public  Media  is  considering 
asking  Congressman  Benja- 
min Rosenthal  of  New 
York,  a  sponsor  of  the  ener- 
gy crisis  campaign,  for  a  full- 
scale  Congressional  investi- 
gation of  the  matter. 

Hugh  DePland  of  Shell 
has  recently  checked  the 
list  he  received  from  Erik- 
son against  Public  Media's 
mailing  list  and  has  discov- 
ered that  the  two  lists  are 
indeed  one  and  the  same. 
Shell  has  brought  the  mat- 
ter to  the  attention  of  its 
legal  department  to  deter- 
mine whether  or  not  they 
are  legally  culpable.  Erikson 
has  hired  his  own  attorney 
and  refuses  to  talk  further 
with  the  news  media. 


Audio-Video  Reporting 
Services  is  operated  out  of 
Erikson *s  private  home  in 
Monte  Rio  and  is  not  listed 
in  the  telephone  directory 
or  with  directory  assistance. 
When  Henry  Weinstein  of 
the  New  York  Times  called 
Erikson's  number,  his  room- 
mate answered.  Weinstein, 
who's  also  been  investigating 
the  story,  asked  the  room- 
mate if  this  was  Audio- 
Video  Reporting  Services. 
The  roommate  said,  "I've 
never  even  heard  of  Audio- 
Video  Reporting  Services." 
When  Weinstein  asked  him 
if  Michael  Erikson  lived  and 
worked  there,  the  roommate 
responded  affirmatively. 

According  to  Greer,  Erik- 
son has  not  only  represen- 
ted himself  as  being  with 
National  Public  Radio  and 
Audio-Video  Reporting  Ser- 
vices; he's  also  claimed  to  be 
with  an  organization  called 
North  American  Broadcast- 
ing and  another  called  Com- 
munications Associates. 

Just  who  Erikson  really  is 
remains  unclear  at  this 
point.  And  the  reason  Shell 
Oil  hired  him  is  also  unclear. 
If  and  when  Public  Media's 
threatened  litigation  comes 
to  trial,  we  may  find  out. 
*****

Last  month  in  M-90-N,  we  brought  you  our  Relocation  Operation 
special  -  a  report  on  the  dynamics  and  energies  of  our  fund-raising  mara- 
thon. Now  we  can  tell  you  this  too:  as  you  read  this  issue  of  M-90-N  we 
will  have  signed  the  papers  for  the  Lovett  Blvd.  house.  In  fact,  work  will 
already  be  underway  on  the  early  stages  of  the  moving  operation  -  a 
procedure  that  will  probably  take  several  months. 

At  8  a.m.  on  July  4,  when  the  R.O.  ended,  we  had  pledges  totaling

out  the  balance  of  6.4  million  which,  like  the 
eight  million,  is  recycled  into  the  system  and  is 
loaned  again  and  again  and  again  until  the  20% 
reserve  requirement  has  eaten  the  entire  ten  mil- 
lion. But  now  the  Federal  Reserve  has  our  ten 
million  and  we  (the  banking  system)  have  40 
million  dollars. 

This  entire  process  is  regulated  by  the  veloc- 
ity and  size  of  the  economy  and  could  have 
evolved  within  a  year,  if  the  loan  agreements 
were  short  term.  Any  college  study  of  econom- 
ics deals  with  this  phenomenon,  but  few  under- 
stand its  ramifications. 

Even  worse,  most  bankers  do  not  even  under- 
stand that  the  interest  they  charge  is  a  decoy,  a 
psychological  attempt  to  reinforce  the  illusion 
that  they  are  loaning  you  the  same  money  that 
some  hard  working,  diligent  saving  grandmother 
has  deposited.  When  a  banker  makes  a  loan,  he 
sets  up  the  potential  for  the  creation  of  money 
that  has  never  existed  before.  When  you  pay  it 
back,  you  actualize  that  potential. 

Now  to  continue  our  exploration.  .  .  If  money 
is  air  and  the  stock  market  and  banks  are  the 
lungs,  what  combines  with  it  to  make  fire?  Our 
natural  resources.  And,  at  this  moment,  most 
obviously  oil. 

Thus  our  megacorporations  which  refine  our 
fuels  are  actually  digestive  systems  or  stomachs 
which  growl  and  demand  attention,  much  like 
our  own  stomachs.  They  seem  to  exhibit  con- 
trol over  the  entire  system  and  tend  to  dominate 
the  brain  (Washington).  The  stomach  also  likes 
to  eat  and  digest  for  the  sake  of  eating  and  di- 
gesting. 

Air  combines  with  food  to  provide  the  en- 
ergy release  (fire)  to  provide  movement.  Money 
interacts  with  our  natural  resources  to  provide 
the  dynamics  of  our  nation-body's  economy.  We 
go  to  work,  turn  a  sheet  into  a  cube  with  fire, 
send  it  to  the  sphere  shop  with  fire  where  they 
take  our  cube  and  mold  it  into  a  sphere  through 
the  power  of  fire.  Then  we  advertize  our  sphere 
with  fire-driven  presses  or  amplifiers,  so  that  you 
can  buy  it  and  roll  it  back  to  the  sphere  squasher 
(fire-driven)  which  gives  us  a  nice  sheet  again. 

We  drive  »to  work,  to  lunch,  to  our  homes  on 
vacations„to  MacDonald's,  and  what  is  really  con- 
sumed? Not  money.  Money  is  air,  a  catalyzer  for 
the  pillaging  of  earth.  We  eat  up  our  planet 
through  the  use  of  money.  The  more  money, 
the  faster  we  eat  the  planet  up.  Our  nation-body 
is  a  planet  eater  of  record  proportions.  Chomp! 
Chomp!  Chomp! 

Extrapolating  this  macrobiological  thesis  can 
continue  with  ease.  Our  logistical  system  of  cars, 
trucks  and  freeways  is  our  cardiovascular  system 
(highly  inefficient  though!).  Our  mails  and  me- 
dia (most  importantly  our  electronic  media) 
make  up  our  basic  senses  of  perception  and  self 
definition.  (We  grew  an  electronic  nervous  sys- 
tem in  ten  years  and  our  nation-body  is  still 
probably  overamped  from  the  trauma  of  it  all.) 
It  is  through  these  senses  that  our  nation-body 
can  percieve  so  called  reality.  And  that  percep- 
tion can  only  be  as  wide  and  encompassing  as 
the  perceiving  instrument. 

Our  brain  is  our  central  government.  It  has 
conscious  and  subconscious  levels.  The  conscious 
level  has  three  divisions:  the  creative,  the  ad- 
ministrative and  the  judicial.  The  subconscious 
is  the  bureaucratic  structures  of  government 
that  usually  run  and  function  no  matter  who  is 
in  control  of  the  conscious  half. 

The  analogy  can  go  on  and  on  with  much  en- 
lightenment coming  as  a  result.  However,  it  also 
can  be  used  as  a  tool  for  prediction  and  analysis. 
The  car  and  the  truck  (or  more  accurately  the 
multiplexing  combustion  engine)  are  the  heart 
of  our  nation-body.  They  push  the  products, 
energy  and  information  to  all  the  other  parts  of 
the  body.  Unlike  our  own  bodies  which  have 
one  central  pump,  our  nation-body  has  over 
200,000,000.  That  means  that  our  nation-body 
is  not  as  susceptible  to  heart  attack  and  death 
through  mechanical  failure  as  are  our  own  bod- 
ies. Being  more  inefficient  (could  you  imagine 
each  corpuscle  or  antibody  being  powered  on 
its  own?)  our  nation-body  uses  a  lot  of  energy 
to   keep   itself  maintained   and  healthy.  And 
perhaps  most  importantly,  it  has  no  systems  of

Will  Lewis,  general  manager  of  KPFK  (KPFT's  sister  station  in  Los  Angeles)  was  released  from 
jail  on  a  stay  order  handed  down  by  U.S.  Supreme  Court  Justice  William  O.  Douglas.  Lewis  was 
jailed  for  contempt  of  court  when  he  refused  to  answer  questions  and  submit  evidence  to  a  grand 
jury  investigating  activities  of  the  Symbionese  Liberation  Army  and  the  Weather  Underground. 
Lewis  contends  that  this  would  involve  revealing  KPFK's  confidential  news  sources,  and  that  forcing 
him  to  do  so  would  be  an  unconstitutional  violation  of  the  First  Amendment. 

On  the  19th  of  July,  however,  the  Ninth  Circuit  Court,  ruling  on  Lewis'  appeal  of  the  contempt 
citation,  held  that  there  is  no  constitutional  basis  to  the  case.  The  court  gave  Lewis  ten  days  to 
turn  over  the  material  and  testify  or  face  a  return  to  jail. 

Lewis  has  applied  for  another  stay  from  Justice  Douglas,  with  the  intention  of  bringing  the  matter 
before  the  Supreme  Court. 

In  other  Pacifica  Foundation  news,  Berkeley  station  KPFA  is  on  strike.  The  staff  at  KPFA 
demands  the  firing  of  station  manager  Roger  Pritchard  and  program  director  Craig  Pyes.  Since  the 
walkout  began,  Pyes  has  resigned.  The  striking  staff  also  demands  the  rehiring  of  Third  World  pro- 
gram producer  Jahid  Ashley.  The  staff  charges  Pritchard  with  fiscal  irresponsibility  and  incompe- 
tence in  hiring  practices. 

At  this  point,  KPFA  is  off  the  air.  There  is  no  one  at  the  station  with  an  FCC  First  Class  License 
which  is  required  for  a  station  to  broadcast.

Notice:  This  is  not  another 
pained   managerial   swansong. 

After  14  months  at  KPFT,  I  am 
giving  up  my  managerial  duties. 
I  will  maintain  a  continuing  connec- 
tion with  KPFT  in  the  capacity  of 
managerial  and  programming  con- 
sultant. I  feel  enormously  exhilia- 
rated  by  the  relative  success  of  the 
Relocation  Operation  and  I  am 
looking  forward  to  the  forthcoming 
move  to  Lovett  Boulevard. 

A  year  ago  the  station  had  been 
given  up  for  dead  by  most  of  its  old 
supporters.  We  are  now  celebrating 
the  first  anniversary  of  the  almost 
miraculous  resuscitation  of  the  sta- 
tion by  a  talented  and  dedicated 
crew  of  radio  visionaries.  KPFT 
now  has  a  base  of  support  far 
wider  than  ever  in  its  history  and, 
while  it  still  has  a  long  way  to  go, 
the  station  had  done  wonders  con- 
sidering the  incredible  dearth  of 
resources. 

I  am  leaving  full  time  involve- 
ment in  the  station  because  I  have 
other  projects  that  interest  me  and 
I  feel  that  KPFT's  momentum  and 
direction  are  no  longer  dependent 
on  the  presence  of  any  one  or  two 
people. 

After  spending  months  looking 
for  a  suitable  successor,  I  came  to 
the  conclusion  that  rather  than 
bring  in  a  media  whiz  outsider  to 
the  station,  the  best  new  manager 
would  be  a  member  of  the  staff 
who  has  been  a  part  of  this  past 
year's  reawakening  and  who  could 
provide  continuity. 

Thome  Dreyer  is  a  native  Hous- 


tonian  respected  widely  here  as  an 
alternative  journalist.  His  involve- 
ment in  KPFT  over  the  last  year 
has  demonstrated  that  he  also  has  a 
grasp  of  the  radio  medium.  He  is 
thoroughly  trusted  and  respected 
by  the  staff  and  local  board  of  the 
station. 

After  talking  extensively  with 
Thome,  I  suggested  his  name  to  the 
staff  and  local  board.    Once  they

had  the  opportunity  to  meet  with 
him,  they  both  voted  unanimously 
to  endorse  his  appointment  as  mana- 
ger. I  leave  full  time  involvement 
in  KPFT  confident  that  the  staff 
and  volunteers  of  the  station,  under 
Thome's  leadership,  will  be  able  to 
build  upon  the  extraordinary  strides 
we  have  made  in  the  last  year.
